Partly paralyzed, emaciated, racked in

Reilly Had Good Record. 

As a special agent Thomas P. Reilly has 
been an employé of the interstate commerce 
commission for about two years. He is re- 
garded as a. diligent and efficient investi- 
gator. Through his efforts hundreds of thou- 
sands of doliars in fines and penalties have 

‘been turned into the United States treasury. 
Reilly for many years was a traffic expert 
for the sugar trust, and is declared to be 
better. informed on the relations between the 
“migar trust and the railroads than any 
other living man. Several years ago he re- 
Mnauished his position with the sugar 
trust and became a special agent of the 
United States district attorney in New York 
City, He was recommended to the commis- 
sion by former District Attorney Stimson of 
New. York. 

It has been known to the commission that 
Reilly was suepected of knowing something 
about the disappearance of certain letters 
and documents, and their consequent publl- 
cation, and the news of his arrest created no 
surprise. He will be suspended pending fur- 
ther developments.

ais IN OFFICE. BUILDING. 


Sleeping Family m Burning Dwelling 
Aroused by Two Muids. 


Fire discovered on the sixth floor of the 
Great Northern office building at 7 o'clock 
last night caused some alarm among guests 
of the Gréat Northern hotel, the Majestic 
hotel, and St. Hubert’s English chophouse. 
The Great Northern hotel is in a separate, 
but adjacent building. 

Two frightened scrub women sought the 
roof of the building when they saw smoke 
pouring up the elevator shaft, but they were 
found by other employés of the building 
and taken down safely.

Eight other scrub women were hurried 
from the various floors to the street in the 
elevators by Lester Goodman, the electrician

By the prompt arrival.of firemen and en- 
gines the fire was confined to the talloring 
establishment of E. F. Johnson in rooms 
608 and 600. Offices on the floors below were 
damaged by water. Fire Marshal Horan es- 
timated the loss at from $5,000 to 810,000. 


Alarmed Guests Are Quieted, 

Many guests of the Great Northern hotel 
ned from their rooms into the corridors and 
hurried down the elevators. There was some 
excitement fn the lobby until the clerks and 
other employees assured all that the fire was 
in another. building end there was no dan- 
ger.

Tug Sent to Aid Puritan Finds It 
Has Been Freed from Floes. 


Waves Which - Freeze 


The search of the tug Wililam A. Fie 
miles of almost impassable ice, 
‘blinding snow, and high seas, with the mer- 
cury ranging around sero, for the Graham 
4 Morton steamer Puritan ts declared by 
lakemen to have been one of the most stir- 
Ting in the records of Chicago tugmen. 
The little craft reached Chicago harbor | 
yesterday afternoon after twenty-four hours 
of fighting the elements, during which time 
the boat itself was locked for hours, tossed 
about in the high seas, and completely cov- 
ered with ice which formed from the waves, 
which at times ran completely over the pilot 
house. The long trip was useless, however. | 
as the Puritan was released by a change of 
wind and came home under its own steam 


The Field left Chicego at 
afternoon, in response to a wireless message 
that the Puritan was icebound twenty miles 
off this port. In anticipation of a hard trip 
two complete crews, under Capts. Edward 
Johnson and Herbert Anderson, were car- 
ried.. In addition to the tugmen were a re-

The tug steamed northeast, bound for St. | 
Joseph, Mich., where the Puritan was re- 
ported to be in danger, Capt. Johnson head- 
ing the boat’s nose into immense fields of ice, 
two to four inches thick. This proved scarce- 
ly an obstacle, the sharp steel prow crushing 
its way through at a rate of from eight to ten 
The wind from the south 
grew stronger and the ice fields began to drift 
northward, making harder the fight. 


Reaches Where “Puritan” Was. 

At 6 o'clock the Field reached a position 
near where the Puritan was reported to be 
held. Here, however, was comparatively | 
open water and a high sea, stirred up by 
the freshening wind. The little iug ducked 
under the waves, occasionally meeting one 
that lifted it almost on end, while there de- 
veloped a rolling motion which proved the 
undoing of landsmen on board. Waves com- 
pletely covered the pilot house, and in the

the claim and the basis of it, and so forth, 
had you?

Mr. Fisher—Under what conditions did you 
fifally make the allowance? How did you 
come to write the letter? 

Mr. MacHarg—As I stated to one or two 
of you gentiemen before you came in, one 
of the effects of my sickness has been a slight 
loss of memory.

Fisher Shows Letter.

Intended for Committee? 


Mr. Fisher wanted to know if MacHarg had 
intended this information for the finance 
committee. 

Mr. MacHarg-—I do not think we had any 
particular thought in regard to the matter, 
and if I were asked about it I would of neces- 
sity have said yes, if there was money in the 
fund to pay it ſt would be paid in the ordinary 
course of business, as any sum on the con- 
tract was. 

Mr. Snow—If you had understood it was 
going to the Finance committee, would you 
have made out an estimate? 

Mr. MacHarg— Tes, I had to make the esti- 
mate for the voucher to be drawn. 

Mr. Fisher—With regard to this estimate 
of yours for cleaning sewer and soon. You 
state that you first thought it wae going to 
cost a good deal more than $25,000.

Mr. Fisher—Did you make a physical ex- 
amination of the sewer yourself before you 
wrote that letter about the $25,000? 

Mr. MacHarg—No, sir, I hed an examina- 
tiom made and reported to me on the apparent 
condition of what there was likely to have to 
be done in there in the matter of cleaning and 
removing timbers, and so forth. 


Tells How He Knew It. 

Mr. Fisher then took MacHarg back over 
the letters Bonnell had written about the 
McGovern claim for shale rock excavation, 
and MacHare'’s approval of it, and wanted 
to know how he knew that shale rock had 
been encountered. f 

Mr. MacHarg—My attention was called to 
the claim for rock excavation originally 
made by Mr. McGovern, for which he had 
presented bills. 

Mr. Fisher—Yes. 

Mr. MacHarg—And I did not think that he 
could have found any rock there, and he told 
me the engineer on the work had to 
pass on the question. I said so then, and 
called upon, as we had no personal knowledge 
of this matter and could obtain no personal 
knowledge. It was a matter of evidence, 
and I suggested that a committee be asked to 
look into it and report to the finance com- 
mittee.

Approved Bonnell’s Estimate. 
Mr. Fisher~—And then—we find that on the 
th and 30th of June that you approved Bon- 
nell's estimate of the claim and wrote a let- 
ter apparently approving or recommending 
the payment ofthe claim. What, if anything, 
transpired between April 14, 1908, and June 
29 and 30, 1908, that led to your action in ap- 
proving it? 

Mr. McHarg—I do not believe there was 
anything more then the fact the matter had 


to be settled. 


Mr. Fisher—Did you ever have a talk with 
Mr. Redieske, the deputy commisioner of 
public works, about approving the claim, or 
about signing a voucher for it?

Mr, MacHarg—No, except Mr. Ericson, and 
I investigated it at that time; that is all. 

Mr. Fisher—On April 14 you made this long 
report to Mr. Ericson in which you did not 
recommend the allowance of the claim. 

Mr, MacHarg—No, sir. ; 

Mr. Fisher—And call attention to these 
culiar features of it? 

Mr. MacHarg— es. N 

Mr. Fisher — What happened? Did you talk 
with Redieske, or Hanberg, or any one else? 

Mr. MacHarg—I never discussed it with 
Mr. Hanberg, and I do not think thers ever 
was any discussion with Mr. Redieske as to 
the merits of the claim.

Text of Cannon Plea.

WOMAN GIVES BLOOD TO SAVE 
LIFE OF SUFFERING BROTHER. 


Wife of Vice President of New York 
Edison Co, Submits to Delicate Opera- 
tion of Transfusion of Vital Fluid. 


Hartford, Conn., Jan. 8.—[Special.]}—Mrs. 
Nicholas F. Brady, wife of the vice president 
of the New York Edison company, yesterday 
offered herself as a subject for blood trans- 
fusion in order to save the life of her brother, 
Edward J. Garvan, a prominent Republican 
politician and lawyer here. Mrs. Brady is 
reported to be recovering from the loss of 
blood. Mr. Garvan is a brother of Frank 
Garvan, former assistant district attorney 
of New York, 

Mr. Garvan has been dangerously ill fora 
number of weeks with a stomach ailment. 
The seriousness of his illness has been ag- 
gravated by the patient’s nervous tempera- 
ment. The doctors declared an operation 
necessary, but said Mr. Garvan might not be 
able to survive on account of his extreme 
weakness. It was deemed essential that 
blood be transfused into his veins in order 


to give him the requisite strength to carry 


him through the operation. 

Mrs. Brady at once volunteered to become 
the subject for transfusion. She was placed 
on a cot adjoining the bed on which Mr. Gar- 
van was lying. Dr. Joseph Biake of New 
York, the surgeon in charge, opened an ar- 
tery in Mrs. Brady's left wrist and made an 
incision in Mr. Garvan’s shoulder. The open- 
ings then were joined and the blood of Mrs. 
Brady was allowed to flow into her brother. 
The period of the flow was about thirty-five 


minutes.

Consequently it 
is hoped that matters may be rushed at 
Springfield so that the bilis will be passed 
this month, and then the plans for financing 
the subway and the harbors can be worked 
Sut. If there is no serious hitch in the legis- 
lative proceedings engineers and city offi- 
ola lo believe actual construction work can be 
commenced by next summer. 

It is expected decisions in the cases pending 


‘before Judge Carpenter will be announced 


some time this month, defining the city’s 
right to build a subway and to use the trac- 
thon fund which has been accumulating ever 
since the companies began to operate under 
the new ordinances. It has now reached about

„Women's hats are no place for dead birds 
that have graced the glories of nature with 
their song and living beauty. 

* As. soon as plants and flowers and vines 
and trees enrich our school yards the birds 
will come, and then will we be able to put into 
practice the principles of the right treat- 
ment of dumb animals as prescribed by the 
legislature. 

“The fact that 1,300 children are placed in 
the hands of teachers ip a school with no 
playground is outrageous. 


“Back Yards” Big Problem. 

J wish the people could realize what they 
are doing when they put pupils in a bullding 
like that, with no place in which to play.” 

This was said in ‘reference to a picture of 
a school structure with no playground. 

There are tens of thousands of back 
yards in Chicago going to waste and many 
boys going to waste with them because they 
are not brought into proper relation with the 
possibilities of these back yards.”

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.}— 
The United States is urging Great Britain 
to ratify as speedily as possible the treaty 
gigned on Jan. 11 of last year providing for 
the settlement of international differences 
‘between this country and the dominion of 
Canada. 

This treaty probably is the most impor- 


tant which has been negotiated in recent 


years in ita bearing upon the relations: of 
the two great countries of North America. 
It determines the rights of each in every 
waterway along the border, provides for the

This provision extends to Lake Mich 
an and to all canals now existing or which 
may be constructed, so that Canadian ves- 
sels will be permitted freely to enjoy the 
right to navigate the lakes to the gulf cana\ 
upon the same terms as americans, 1

3 Rivers as One Stream. 

The St. ry and Milk -rivers and their 
tributaries running through the Canadian 
provinces of Alberta did Saskatchewan and 
the state of Montana, will be treated as one 
stream for the purposes of irrigation and

_Portioned equally between the two countries.

Report on Situation in Orient 
Causes Grave Concern. 


HINTS AT ANOTHER ‘WAR. 


Says Mikado’s People Are Strengthen- 


ing Their Position.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 8.—The most in- 
fluential circlesin Russia again are regarding 
the outlook if the orient with the gravest 
concern.

The report which Glesmer 
te for a small number of his friends in 
the council of the empire and the duma rep- 
resented the situation as being so dangerous 
that Stolypin asked him to postpone its cir- 
culation until Ievolsky could issue @ reasoned 
note on the satisfactory state of Russo-Jap- 
anese diplomatic relations. 
That was launched a fortnight ago, and the 


Glesmer report. which comes from one of 


the most eminent and successful business 
men in Russia, contains the view that Japan 
again is bent upon teking the aggressive. 


Says Japan’s Condition Is Sound. 

The report says Japan’s economic position 
is perfectly sound and declares there will be 
nd Japanese loan in the coming year. She 
is reaping three harvests yearly, an annual 
todd supply enough for 80,000,000 of popula- 
tion, although she has only 55,000,000. She 
is preparing a military transport organiza- 
tion of 200,000 rickshaws and coolies, which 
are much more efficient than horses. 

The spirit of the people still is resolute. 
Glesmer was present at a flre in Japan where 
20,000 houses were raged, and yet he did not 
find that one of the victims became a beggar 
or sought public help. He is convinced the 
Japanese will use all their strength to drive 
Russia back from the Corean frontier, and 
the Anglo-Japanese allianve will be of no 
avall to prevent this. 

Japanese statesmen already are turning 
their minds to an alliance with .termany, in 
which the two young navies of these nations 
could cobperate on o sides of the 
world, the German fleet holding the English 
in European waters. The attitude taken by 
the United States, writes Glesmer, will bethe 
decisive factor. He believes the American 
government will adopt a passive role. 


Alliance Would Be Important. 

Given China’s preeent position and neutral- 
ity tin America, an alliance between Japan 
and Germany would have such significance 
that it would change not only the political 
map of the orient, but also of Burope. Rus- 
sia’s position is most unfavorable, even crit- 
ical. In order to maintain effective connec- 
tion with her European base she must begin 
immediately to double the Transsiberian 
railway, which will cost $88,000,000, and must 
build a line through her territory to Cha- 
barovek, Blagovestschensk, and Nicolaievsk, 
which will cost another $150,000,000. Russia 
further must build docks and fortresses on 
her Pacific coast, and maintain there a gar- 
rison of 800,000 men. 

Japan's only present weakness is the Chi- 
nese boycott on Japanese goods and Japanese 
shipping. If this boycott is persisted in, 
Glesmer admits Japan will be crippled se- 
riously. As all Japan's new works that 
have a strategical purpose Will be ready in 
1911, when several of her international com- 
mercial treaties elapse, it is urgent that 
Russia have China on her side by 1912. 


Japanese Would Welcome War. 

Glesmer found from intercourse with the 
Japanese that the resulte of the last war were 
eo inadequate that a new war with Russia 
would be immensely popular. The Japanese 
see no sense in awaiting further political 
conjectures on regenerations of China and 
their nation will be most lxely to attack in 
1912.

JAPAN 70 FIGHT KNOX POLICY? 


‘Newspapers Will Attack Note on 
Manchurian Railways. 


RUSSIA TO BE CONSULTED. 


Attitude ot St. Petersburg May Infiu- 
ence Nippon’s Plans. 


TOKIO, Jan. 8.—The leading newspapers in 
their issues of tomorrow will disapprove of 
the acceptance by Japan of Secretary Knox's 
proposition for the. neutralization of the 
Manchurian railways. The consensus of 
opinion here is that the plan is impracticable 
because Japan would not receive a benefit 
proportionate with the sacrifice entailed. 

It is held that the interests of the Japanese 
settiers in southern Manchuria could not 
be protected under such an arrangement. 
Official circles remain noncommittal on the 
subject. It is generally believed here that 
Russia will decline to accept the American 
suggestion. 

The newspapers will point out that the com- 
mercial neutrality of southern Manchuria 
was guaranteed by the treaty of Portsmouth. 


No Early Editorials on Note. 


The first information which the public had 
of the American note was contained in ex- 
tended news dispatches from Washington 
printed this morning. They were unaccom- 
panied with editorial expressions. 

Although the members of the cabinet and 
other government officials declined today to 
give the slightest intimation of their official 
views, it may be stated with assurance that 
the Japanese government now is conferring 
with Russia, and the tenor of Japan’s reply 
will depend largely upon the position taken 
at St. Petersburg. 

It is no secret that the Japanese statesmen 
regard the American propositiog as one 
which would be extremely difficult to work 
out in practice. 
the attitude of their government is outlined 
clearly in the Portsmouth treaty. 


Leading Men Talk Freely. 

Other men prominent in political and busi- 
ness affairs in the nation were more taika- 
tive than the ministers and officials. 

Baron Shibusawa, the noted economist; 
Count Okuma, former foreign minister, and 
Dr. Hatoyama, one of the leaders of the 
conservative party, expressed themselves as 
emphatically opposed to Secretary Knox's 
proposals. 

Baron Shibusawa, who was the head of the 
honorary Japanese commissioners who re- 
cently visited the United States, said the 
plan could not be carried out, chiefly because 
of jealousy among the powers. 

Count Okuma scouted the entire proposi- 
tion as impractical and nebulous, He said: 

“If the Manchurian railways must be neu- 
tralized, why not all the railways in China?” 

The same opinion was given by M. Seino, 
director of the South Manchurian railway.

It argued a keen perception of the 
fact that victory was far from certain and 
was indeed leaning sensibly to the side of 
the enemy when Lord Northcliffe brought up 
the Germans to support his party. 

It was the advance of Biticher’s Prussians 
that won the day at Waterloo.

Advantage with Liberals.

BACK T0 CAPIPAL 


Prof. Dorsey Rides to Buda- 


pest Again Over the 
Great Alfold. 


GENERAL VIEW OF FOLK. 


Nearly All Peasants and Lack of 
Purchasable Land Causes 
Emigration.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Oct. 5.—Back to 

the capital again, the ride hither from Ko- 
lozsvGr being symbolic of what I have seen 
in Hungary. only in reversed order. For the 
journey takes on from the bills. with u na- 
tion Allen to the Magyars, across the Alföld. 
their true home, to the hills again, encircling 
and beyond which to the west the Mag- 
yars’ sway is divided with the Germans. 

It has been a perfect day and a perfect ride 
of nine hours over 250 miles of beautiful 
country. Beyond Koloss var the valley nar- 
rows, and we are in a purely Roumanian 
country, with thousands of them in the 
meadows, cutting grass with scythes. Come 
to think of it, I have not seen a mowing ma- 
chine in Hungary. The men are all in white. 
with loose shirts and trousers, the women in 
loose white skirts. 

The polychrome apron of the interior has 
given way to one of white, with a transverse 
red stripe at the bottom. The men wear 
curious shaped straw hats of a type I had not 
seen before. If I were to visit other regions 
of Transylvania I should find still other pe- 
cullarities, both in Roumanian and Magyar 
costume, for little variations of dress are typ- 
ical of local regions. There are lots of girls, 
and young women in the hay fields and be- 
yond women are plowing with buffalo. 

The valley broadens again. Countless hun- 
dreds of stacks of marsh grass. Sitting on 
the bank, watching the train at the country 
station is a little group of buxom Roumanian 
lassies in white shirte and skirts. 


Crossing the Watershed... | 

Then we began to climb. As we approach 
the watershed, which divides the streams of 
the middle Tisga from those of the Szames, it 
is all pasture, rough and rolling, with a view 
over farty miles, including rocks and for- 
est. 

We cross the watershed and by a 
long tunnel descend into Banffy Hunyad, 
with splendid views of mountains, includ- 
ing one over 6,000 feet in height This town 
is the center of a great lumber industry, 
and near the station is a lumber yard perhaps 
a half mile in length, but it is also famous 
for its picturesque costumes and beautiful 
Roumanian women. : 

We are still at a coasiderable elevation, 
but in rolling hills, all. meadows, filled with 
men, women, and children making hay.. The 
meadows which have just been cut are liter- 
ally covered with flowers of a bright pink 
color, and look from a distance like glorious 
carpets. The valley begins to contract and 
deepen. We pass little picturesque Rou- 
manian villages and shepherd boys with their 
flocks on the hillsides. The valley becomes a 
gorge, with lofty, wooded walls, and our way 
is along the river's edge. 

At Csucsa, a little town in a little pocket, 
we leave Transylvania. The mountains con- 
tinue, and the gorge narrows and deeperis. 
Now and then we come to a little pocket 
occupied by a village, with high peaked 
houses with time stained, straw thatched 
roofs, and no chimneys. About the houses 
are big piles of flax. Along a beautiful rock 
gorge we pass close by a train of eleven 
wagons of gipsies. Then through some tun- 
nels where the way is confined to the twist- 
ing gorge of the river. A little pocket opens 
up, just enough to hold a little gir) of 
5, and twenty sheep. 


Back to the Alfold. 


Imperceptibly the valley begins to open 
out as we approach Nagy V4rad, the county 
seat of Bihar county, one of the largest and 
most populous in the kingdom. Villages in- 
crease in number and size. This is the town 
I told you ofthe other day. It is an old town. 
one of the oldest in the kingdom: It was de- 
stroyed by the Tartars during the thirteenth 
century. and for a while during the liberty 
war was the home of the provisionalgovern- 
ment of Hungary. At the edge of Nagy 
Varad is a gipsy village, resembling, from a 
distance. one of our Indian villages of the 
western deserts. The hills on each side of 
the town form one vast vineyard. 

Beyond the city the hills of the Carpa- 
thians gradually fade away, and in a few 
minutes more we are well out into the Alfédid. 
level, perfect, beautiful. Our introduction to 
it was acrossa cornfield of such extent that 
it takes the express train twenty minutes 
to pass through it; absalutely not a single 
house in sight. From hae og to Budapest 
this incomparable plain continues without a 
hill. without a break. Now and then we are 
alongside one of the state roads, which are 
nearly always lined with trees. 


State Roads Tree Lined. 
It seems that twelve years ago a system- 
atic movement was begun in Hungary to line 
the roads of the state with trees. This was 
not sq much to furnish shade as to supply 
certain kinds of trees, of which there was a 
deficiericy. Thus of about 1,000,000 trees 
which have been planted since that time 
along 6,000 miles of highway about 100,000 
are mulberry trees needed to supply food for 
siikworms. But the great majority of the 
trees thus planted are fruit trees, and to ex- 
tend this work the government has estab- 
lished. nurseries in various places. In one 
year 000,000 plum trees were bought from 
France and distributed through state nur- 
series, to be given out at the proper time 
along the roadsides and among the farmers. 
During ten years about 70,000,000 fruit trees

One- 
half of all the land of Hungary is owned by 
less than 7 per cent of the landowners. 
considerably less than a total of 3.000. 
000 landowners, the possessions 
more than one-half do not exceed on 
the average seven acres in extent for 
each individual. Less than 1 per cent of 
the landowriers possess 45 per cent of the 
total land area. One-seventh of 1 per cent 
own more than 8i per cent of the land. Or, to 
put it still another way, more than 99 per 
cent of the total number of landowners own 
but 54 per cent of the land. There are about 
4,000 proprietors who own more than 1,400 
acres each, their total holdings comiprising 
over 30 per cent of the entire land. And I 
may add that of all the causes of Hungarian 
emigration combined this unequal land dis- 
tribution, considered with the Hungarian’s 
love for land, is the chief and great one. 
Big Holdings of Land. 

Some further insight into social conditions 
in H may be gained by noting the 
character of the landowners. Thus, the 
great nobles and municipalities own 40 per 
cent of the land. while some 2,000,000 peasants 
own 46 per cent. The remainder, or 14 per 
cent, is in the hands of the nobles of the 
second rank, and these Ihave often alluded 
to as rich peasants. This classification of 
holdings at once directs attention to the fact,. 
which I have already mentioned more tian 
once that there is practicallfPno middle class 
in Hungary. As one of the greatest scholars 
in the kingdom said to me recently, Hungary 


And to the reverse of this condition he 
ascribes the great development, intelligence, 
and power of England and the wealth of the 
United States. 8 

But the condition which prevails in Hun- 
gary today is one through which other na- 
tions of Europe have passed. It is in reality 
the survival of certain conditions, in a pecu- 
liar form. which prevailed during the days 
of feudalism. The peculiar development 
which is found here in Hungary is due largely 
to the great numerical development of the 
nobility, who, owing to the laws of inherit- 
ance which prevafied up to the reform of 
1848, had come to form a large percentage of 
the population. 

Since that time the greater part of them 
have been nobles only in name, many of them 
with no land at all, the larger part of them 
with insignificant possessions. There still 
remains a small class of nobility in Hungary 
with great entailed estates. They, together 
with the church, certain municipalities, and 
a few rich Jews, make up the bulk of the 
wealth of the country, which is, as I have 
already pointed out, largely agricultural. 

The inability of the peasant to rise as a 
farmer, owing to the scarcity of purchasable 
land and the slow development of industry, 
has brought it about that, among the na- | 
tions of Europe possessing a wegtern culture, 
Hungary still retains many features of the 
middle ages.

The state- 
ment concludes with the assertion thet a 
specially convened meeting of the Metro- 
politan directors rejected Hammerstein's 
proposition in toto. If the Napoleon of Man- 
haitan seriously thinks of abandoning 
Broadway as an operatic field there is a mag- 
nificent opening at his disposal just now in 
Berlin. 

A group of capitalists, headed by Bank- 
er Herr Fedor Berg. has decided to or- 
ganize a great grand opera establishment. 
which shall be a worthy'rival of the Kaiser's 
Royal Opera. His majesty’s enterprise long 
has enjoyed an undisputed monopoly and 
Hammerstein on his periodical visits to Ber- 
Un always expressed a desire to invade this 
field and show William how an opera ought 
really to be run.

The Sin Wan Pao is situated on what 
might be called the Fleet street of China. 
This is a part of the Shantung road, which 
fe lined with newspaper offices, and lies in 
the heart of foreign Shanghai, with big busi- 
mess buildings on either side. 


Wages Include Board and Lodging. 
The most of the papers, however, are 
houeed in low, dark, ll Hguted structures, the 
offices being reached by narrow stairs. I was 
especially interested in the sleeping accom- 
modations put up for the compositors and 
penn ay It. * strange to our news- 
men the employés of Chinese 
dailies should be slept and eaten.” Their 
wagesa@iways include board and lodging. But 
the meals cost but a few cents each per day, 
and the lodging is not as good as the steer- 
age accommodations of an Atlantic steamer.

The Sin Wan Pao has in all about 200 cor- 
respondents, who send in letters and tele- 
grams. They represent every section of the 
Chinese empire, and especially the large 
cities in the provincal capitals. The paper 
gets the news of the world by cable through 
the Reuter Associated Press. Much of its 
correspondence is sent in on approval, and 
not a few of the writers are paid small sal- 
aries with bonuses for extra work. 
' I found many queer things in the manage- 
In the first 
~— the printers are not hired individually. 
A comtract is made with the foreman, who 
gets up the paper at so much a day and em- 
ploys own assistants. In this he has to 
conform to the printers’ union, for everything 
in China is done by guilds and labor organ- 
feations. : 

The employers also have a union, and so 
have the newsdealers. The proprietors have 
to pay the latter guild so much for each copy 


e their circulations, and they dare not push 


their sales independently of it. The latest 

is that of the newspaper owners. They

The Sin Wan Pao has a circulation of about 
90,000, but this is equal to more than 100,000

But come with me into the composing 
fooms and see how a Chinese newspaper is 
made. The printers work in pens made of 
type cases, whfch rest on the ground and 
rise above their heads. The cases siope 
backward and each contains thousands of 
lead characters. The types are thicker than 
urs, but not so tall. They are made in the 
establishment, and boys are kept busy day 
in and day out casting new type for the 


paper.

is cast in cylinders just like an American 
newspaper. It is run off on a rotary press, 
Which prints 30,000 an hour. It goes to press

Nearly all these dailies publish cartoons. 
This is especially so of the papers of Peking. 
The change in dynasty, the opium evil, and 
the new army are graphically pictured. Pa- 
pers of that character are popular, and they 
are rapidly increasing in number and cir- 
culation. The daily journals now contain the 
newe of the court and are full of interesting 
gossip about the prince regent, the empress 
dowager, and the highest officials. 

Within the last few months the imperial 
government has been strict as to the charac- 
ter of matter going into the newspapers. 
Most of the Peking papers must be submitted 
to the censors, and a bulletin of press regu- 
lations has been issued, which provides how 
newspapers may be established and how they 
must be carried on. 

This bulletin lies before me as I write. It 
provides that twenty days before a newspa- 
per is established its name and policy and the 
names of the publishers, editors, and print- 
ers must be sent to the officials; and, at the 
same time, a security amounting to $500 must 
be filed therewith. All editors, publishers, 
and printers must be of sane mind and over 
20 years of age. They must have never been 
' punished or imprisoned and must be in good 
standing. All dally papers must be submitted 
to the lotal censors before midnight of the 
day previous to their issue; and all correc- 
tions ot misstatements must be in the fol- 
lowing ane. : 


Many Things Not Permitted. 


There are many restrictions as to the char- 
acter of the news to be pubMshed. The re- 
ports of the proceedings of closed trials are 
prohibited, and all secret decrees must be 


#0, as many of the characters | 


held back until they are officially iseved. The 
articles provide against the publication of 
anything which is likely to destroy the sta- 
bility of the government or to lower the 
standard of living of the people. 

The old Peking Gazette has been modified. 
It is now issued in a different form, but it 
comes out regularly and has a wide circulse- 
tion all over the empire. This is the oldest 
journal in the world. It was being read by 
the Chinese centuries before America was 


discovered, and it had been in existence over 


500 years when the Frankfort Gazette, the 
ret daily newspaper of our civilization, 
began its publication in 1615. 

The Peking Gazette of today is largely 
devoted to the modern movements now going 
on over China. It contains memorials relat- 


int to the schools and the establishment of 


constitutional government. It is full of 
edicts regarding the opium evil, and the im- 
portation of morphine; and it has much to 
say about railways and foreign loana It 
contains now and then a paragraph concern- 
ing the emperor and the empress éowager, 
as well as.some of the doings of the prince 


regent and his cabinet officials. It te more 


interesting than were thé iseues of the past, 
although it fs staid and steady and lacks the 
gossip of the new Chinese dailies. 


Wotcan’s Daily. Published. 


The only Woman's dally newspaper pub- 
Mshed in Asia is issued by woman in Pe- 
king. Its editor is a Chinese girl belong- 
ing to a well to do family. Her paper is 
known as the Peking Woman's Journal. It 
is published in an attractive form and is 
written in classic Chinese. It is largely de- 
voted to educational matters and especially 
to the advancement of woman. It advocates 
the anti- ng movement, supporte 
the anti-opium crusade, and, in general, is 
for woman's 
point. 

There are now’ foreign papers publis 
at nearly all of the ports of this country. 
There are a half dosen or more here at Shang- 
hai. The North China Daily News and the

Shanghai Times come out every morning, 


and the Mercury and Gazette every evening. 
The French have a daily known as L’ Echo de 
Chine, and the Germans have one, the Os- 
tasiatishe Lloyd. 

Shanghai has four foreign weeklies. Tien- 
teix has several dailies. including the Pe- 
king and Tientsin Gazette, and so has Hong- 
kong, including the Hongkong Press, the 
China Mail, and the Hongkong Telegraph. 
There are papers published in the English 
language at Amoy, Foochow, and Hankow,, 
and there is a German paper published at 
Teingtau in Shantung. 1 oo nap ve 
several papers in China, an ere are Por- 
tuguese journals in Macao and Ho . 

An of these papers cater to the foreign 
population, and they sell on the average at 


d cents a copy. As far as advyortising is con-

GREECE NEAR‘A NEW CRISIS 


Politics in Turmoil, with An- 
other Upheaval Imminent. 


NO REVERENOE FOR PAST. 


Fears Held for Safety of Nation’s Treas- 
ures and King’s Life.

Greeks in the United States, and in other 
countries outside of their own, display 80 
many qualities of good citizenship that one 
would be almost tempted to believe, from the 
present condition of affaira at Athens, that 
all the better element of the nation had 
quitted their native land in disgust, leaving 
only the riffraff at home, 

In New York, in London, in Paris, at Alex- 
andria, and above all at Constantinople, the 
Greek colonies command the respect and 
good will of the authorities andiof the popu- 
lation. In these cities they have won a name 
for integrity and orderliness in their busi- 
ness dealings as wel as a pl in the front 
rank of the great houses of banking and of 
commerce. Under the circumstances, it is 
altogether amazing that the Greeks who 
have remained in the land of their birth 
should display such an extraordinary inapti- 


tude in the management of their affairs; an 


inaptitude so great as to render the name of 
the Greek. government and of the Greek leg- 
isiature subjects of ridicule and contempt 
abroad. 

Chaos in George's Domain. 
Chaos has reigned in King George's domin- 


fone for some months. That t nothing new. 


and the remainder of the eivilized world 
would be perfectly content to allow Greece 
to stew, figuratively speaking. in her own 
juice, wholly indifferent to her fate, were it 
not. for two things. The lesser of these two 
ie the danger to those monuments of the 
classic times; of which the Greeks of today 
are the wholly unworthy custodians, and 
which cannot be considered in the light of 
purely Hellenic possessions, as they seem to 
believe, but which beldng to the entire civ- 
ilised universe. 

Experience has shown that the degenerate 
descendants of Themistocles, Phidias, Aga- 
memnon, Alcibiades, and Leonidas are only 
too inclined to turn a dishonored penny by 
selling the art treasures of the country to 
any one willing to pay the price, pulling 
down temples and monuments for the pur- 
pose, putting the stones that are not thus 
disposed of to base uses, or leaving them to 
neglect. Apparentiy they have no rever- 
ence for the past, and are even ready, like 
the anarchists, to destroy for the pure joy 
of destruction, since proposals to blow up 
the Acropolis at Athene with dynamite have 
been repeatedly heard, amidst all the foolish 
ravings that have been uttered at Athens 
during the last few months. 


Another Crisis Seems Near. 

But of even still graver concern is the 
growing peril of another great international 
crisia, such as that which brought Germany 
and Austria to the brink of a war with Rus- 
sia a year ago, being evolved from the pres- 
ent situation at Athens. It is not alone that 
ail law and order are set at just as much de- 
fiance in civil. te as are discipline in the 
army and navy of Greece, that the authority 
of.the crown is derided and the cabinet pow- 
erless to resist the military league, the Boule 
torn asunder into innumerable small fac- 
tions, all at war with one another, the taxes 
unpaid and the treasury empty.

The Boulé reaches the termination of its 
four years’ legislative mandate this month. 
General elections will follow immediately 
throughout the kingdom, and the repregen- 
tatives of the Cretan people are to be sent 
to the new parliament at Athens. The sub. 
lime porte has alrea@y notified Greece that, 
in the event of the Cretan deputies being 
recognized by the new Boulé and seats ac. 
corded to them, it will be construed at Con: 
stantinople as a casus belli.

They de- 
nounced the king and the princesof the royal 
house, the Boulé, with all ite sterile eloquence, 
the corruption and inefficiency of the adminis- 
tration, the incompetence and absence of a 
initiative of the government, and the indis- 
cipline and disorganization of the armed 
forces of the kingdom. 
Military League Formed, 

In the midst of all this, a number of of- 
ficers of the army formed themselves into a 
Military league, which, thanks to the fidelity 
of three or four regimente of the metropoli- 
ton garrison to their e commanders, 
was able to inaugurate something akin to a 
military oDligarchy, with the powers of a dic- 
tator. The king was compelled by the league 
to deprive the crown prince and his other 
sone of their commissions, and tò order them 
to leave the country, on the pretext that they 
were to blame for the condition of the army.

Sir George ia not a member of the bar, but merely what 
is known in London as « solicitor. Yet it ls no exagger- 
ation to assert that there has. been. no sensational case 
brought into court within the last forty years in which 
he has not figured, usually on the winning side, while 
as for the cases which this shrewd and discreet baronet 
has kept out of court, they are simply legion in num- 
ber. Indeed, it may be safely taken for granted that 
not more than one-third, perhaps not even a quarter, of 
the scandals affecting prominent people in Great Brit- 
ain ever reached the knowletige of the. public. 

With all its faults, English society possesses an 
esprit de corps.that is not to be found on this side of 
the water. When any one of its members happens 
to wander from the high road of honesty and honor— 
which ts broad and spacious in these modern times 
into the byways of crime all the members of his class, 
not alone in his interest but also in their own, unite 
in an effort to hush the matter up, and in this they 
almost invariably have enjoyed the assistance. of Sir 
George, who is popularly believed to know enough to 
hang half a dosen of the biggest men in the city of 
London, and to possess a sufficient number of danger- 
ous secrets of people of rank to suffiee, if ever they 
should be divulged, to shatter the entire social fabric 
of Great Britain. 

~o- 


Sir George has been essentially the legal adviser of 
the English great world in their moments of trouble, 
and has had among his clients many a royal personage, 
not only English, but also foreign. There are few per- 
sons, no matter what their rank in life, who are not 
cursed with some skeleton, the existence of which they 
are eager at all costs to keep from ever becoming 
known. Sometimes it affects their own honor and 
reputation; sometimes the fair name of those nearest 
and dearest to them. 

Sir George possesses a unique acquaintance with all 
these grisly relics, and the mere fact that he is known 
to be aware of them has in most cases been sufficient 
to weaken the backbone of the most stiff necked ene- 
mies of his clients. However terrible the straits in 
which were the people for whom he consented to act, 
Sir George usually was able to find a means of issue, 
and if guilt was sufficiently assured to admit of no 
defense or excuse he in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred possessed knowledge of something to the dis- 
advantage of the other side sufficient to bring about 


But the celebrity which he had in this connection 
was not without its drawbacks: It ended by causing 
hig presence in court on behalf of a client to be re- 
garded as a sort of tacit admission of the latter’s guilt. 
Sir George enjoyed so much credit for his ability in 
getting his clients out of, the most critical situations 
that he was certain to be applied to for assistance when- 
ever a man of any prominence found himself in the 
mire. The worse the case and the higher the rank 
of the persons incriminated,’ the more certain it. wad 
that application would be made to his office in Ely 
place for professional help. 

* — 

It was in Sir George's office in Ely place that the 
present lord high chancellor, Lord Loreburn, the late 
Lord Chief Justice Russell of Killowen, and several 
other legal luminaries of the present day began their 
careers as youpg men. One of the features of that 
office is the strongroom, in which all the great black 
tin boxes are turned with their faces to the wall, so 
that not even thelr names can be seen, being distin- 
guished from one Another by their numbers. 

Startling and extraordinary as are the contents of 
these boxes, ‘secrets of an even still more dramatic 
character are locked up in the archives of Sir George's 
memory. He is the third of his generation, his father 
and grandfather having been lawyers at Ely place 
before him. And now that he has retired he is suc- 
ceeded there by his son and namesake, who like him- 
self and his forbearg at Ely place, is a professing 
Jew. 

Sir George is a white haired, white whiskered, little 
man of most kindly and genial manner, whose appear 
ance invites confidence and inspires trust in his dis- 
cretion, and he is held in the highest regard by the 
king, who, as prince of Wales, was in the habit of 
dining at Sir George's hospitable house in Portland 
place at least once a season. The king, indeed, be- 
stowed a baronetcy upon Sir George not long after his 
accession, and has since then conferred upon him the 
commandership of the Victorian order.

There can be no | question of a mesalliance, for the 
Hohenlohes are one of the grandest and most infiu- 
ential of the mediatized or formerly sovereign houses 
of Germany, and as such are entitled to ngate with 
embers of the reigning dynasties on a footing of per- 
fect equality. Old Prince Clovis Hohenlohe, who was 
for so many years chancellor of the German empire, 
emphasized this on one occasion in a stormy discussion 
with the late King Louls of Bavaria when he reminded 
him “what you are we are also,” meaning that the 
Hohenlohes are quite as illustrious and blue blooded 
as the Wittelsbachs.

The kaiser’s great-grandmother, the mother of Queen 
Victoria, was a Hohenlohe, and there have been plenty 
of marriages between the Hohenlohes and the Haps- 
burgs and other reigning houses. Thus, the late Prince 
Hermann Hohenlche, head of the entire house of Ho- 
henlohe, married a princess of the sovereign house of 
Baden, while his son, Prince Ernest of Hohenlohe, now 
vice/president of the German reichstag, is the husband 
of Princess Alexandra of Great Britain and of Coburg, 
daughter of King Edward's sailor brother. 

Princess Marie Lohenlche is the wife of one of the 
princes of the reigning house of Reuss. Prince John 
of Hohenlohe has as wife Archduchess Anne of Austria. 
Then there is Godfref of Hohenlohe, who is married to 
Archduchess Henrietta of Austria; and there are yet 
other alliances of the same kind that 1. could enu- 
merate.

tems of liberalism have been diverse indeed, but they all agree that 
what man is striving for is as much comfort and happiness as possible. 

No man would work if he did not have to; that is the text of all 
these liberals, however various their sermons. It called down the bit- 
ter, biting sarcasm of Nietzsche: “1 do not seek my happiness; only 
an Englishman seeks his happiness; I seek my work!” 

But not Nietzsche Alone! Long before his day this judgment that 
work is a necessary evil met with powerful opposition. Choosing his 
parables of the kingdom of heaven, as he did, from the sphere of active 
life, the merchant, the farmer, the housewife, the servant, it is clear 


that Jesus must have accorded a dignity to work quite independently 


of the personal wants which it gratifies or the means of pleasure which 
it produces. 

The vows of the old monastic orders meant that work was looked 
upon as a blessing which lent man the highest worth. Most of all, it 
‘was reserved for modern socialism (one may say this without com- 
mitting one’s self to any of the socialistic dogmas) consciously to draw 
conclusions in the interests of the highest appreciation af labor. 
Indeed ‘modern socialism arose as 2 protest against the depreciation of 
labor. 

But let justice be done to liberalism! It never whe its intention to 
prejudice labor. Never before has there been such a development of 
ability te work, and such an extension of the sphere of work as under 
the influence of liberalism. But the goal.of all this work was declared 


to be happiness. Hence the crowding into those vocations in which 


work rendered happiness possible most quickly and most easily. Hence, 
too, the necessity of shifting on to others as much as possible all the 
work which was not so fruitful in happiness. 


The young man who grew up in simon pure liberalism did not 


ask: Where can I best employ my energies? Where can 1 be most 
useful; do the thing the best for which I was born? But hé asked: 
Where ¢an I find the most agreeable life; the most comfortable and 
most assured support? Simply because the outer conditions in which 
his vocation led him seemed agreeable to him he unhesitatingly

High Rates in Money Due to Disburse- 
ments in December.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—[Special. }—The stock 
market was as nearly stétionary today as 
possible on trading which amounted, during 
the two hours’ session, to between 800,000 


and 400,000 shares. This total was, in itself... 


an indication of the absence of any generai 
disposition to enter upon fresh market com- 
mitments, for it scarcely equaled the trans- 
actions during the first hour of trading on 
peveral of the early days of the week. 

With three or four exceptions the stocks 
which were the most active today showed 
variations between their high and low points 
of about half a point, while the net changes 
discicsed at the close of the sesston amounted, 
in nearly all cases, to smal) fractions. Most 
of these were advances, displaying a general- 
ly firm tone in the market. 


Bank Statement Shows Gain. 

Dt was in the bank statement, published 
after the close of the market, that was given 
the only interesting information bearing 
upon the financial markets which came to 
hand today. The noteworthy feature of the 
bank showing was the wide divergence be- 
tween the actual and average figures of the 
associated banks, the former being much 
more favorable than the showing made un- 
der the old form of statément. 


The actual figures showed an inc 
over $10.400,000 in cash holdings of myn 
accompanied by a decrease of more . than 
~“$14,000.000 in the loans, and a decrease of 
over $2,400,000 in deposits; the whole result- 
, ing in an increase of more than $11,000,000 
in the surplus reserve, bringing that item up 
close to 815,000,000, as compared with a sur- 
plus of less than $4,000,000 a week ago. 
Banks Are Gaining 

The average statement, on the other hand, 
with a slight increase in cash, showed an in- 
crease in both loans and deposits, with a 
resulting decrease in the surplus of about 
$1,400,000. These figures indicate that, while 
the reserve position of the banks during the 
closing week of last year was declining, the 
banks from day to day during the first week 
of the new year strengthened their position 
in respect. to the reserves, with the result 
that in the actual figures the comparison 
was made today between the best of the cur- 
rent week's dally showings and the poorest 
showing of the previous week. 

Taken in connection with the course of call 
money rates during the last Week, the bank 
statement today held forth mise of fur- 
ther improvement in this tment of the 
money market during the week, and 
bore out the conclusion that the high rates 
of the last week were solely attributable to 
the technical effects of the January disburse- 
ments.

said to a critic with whom he was lunching (at the critic’s expense, God be praised): 

“The trouble with you fellows is that you like what the people don’t like, and 
you frequently force them into rejecting things that they really want; that obliges 
us to give one kind of performance on the opening night and another for the real 
public.“ 

The critic was able to listen to this stat ent with good humor, because he hed 
had @ certain amount of experience on the manager's side, and remembered vividly 
a conference at which Augustus Thomas, Stuart Robson, and the critic (then a 
manager) had decided that on the opening aight in New York City it would be 6 
good idea to omit from the play “ Oliver Goldsmith” the line: 

“A critic is an intellectual capon,” 

The line was left out through fear that it might offend the sensitive gentlemen 
who are supposed to write the public opinion, but it was put back the next night. 

On Monday night at the Garrick theater Otis Skinner appeared in a little play 
which, without ‘having. read any dt the criticisms, I should declare a fine “ critic’s 
play.” It is full of the thing that the critics love, the lines they understand, ang 
whenever the sentiment, which was the backbone of the piece, got nearly to the 
point of pathes, there was a quick jump to the humor and got of the stage before 
even the nimble minded critics could frame up an ree age 

But—the public: There is no doubt that the pulize to know something 
of what is going on behind the scenes—witness the E lays written around 
sectors and actresses—but whether it will care for this mixture of mush and make 
ap is a matter which I seriously doubt. 


Mr. Skinner appears as an acfor—the kind of actor that he knows exists onlg as 


in the imagination of the budding author, While Messers. Tarkington and Wilsos 
can searcely be called budding authors, they are certainly not bloomingy The story 
that they tell in Tour Humble Servant” is the regulation story of the actor in 
hard lack, always cheerful and always landing, eventually, on Broadway—or its 
Paris, London, or Berlin equivalent. As a play the thing is undiluted piffle, but the 
critics laughed. Perhaps the future will laugh at them, 


“The City” Calls for a Strong Protest. 


Apropos of the critics, one feels that one’s Americanism demands a word oF 
two about a play called The City,” by the late Clyde Fitch, now being played at 
the Lyrig theater. It is not strictly professional to discuss a* dramatic production 


on rare occasions.’ But to read that Witch had produced a “ masterpiece ”"—that 
the “great drama had come at ‘ast—and then go through the torture of wit- 
nessing a cheap, vulgar, disgusting, revolting, and impossible play, based on incest, 
surely calls for a protest. “A masterpiece,’ said Mr. Klauber of the Times. 
most virile play,” said Actop Davies in the Evening Sun, and one wonders on What 
times we have fallen. 

It is not an easy thing to say, it is most sorrowful, but the last play that Clyde. 
Fitch wrote, the most degrading and repulsive, is this same City: a bodge-podge 
of theatrical effects—not a drama or a piay—that glorifies the crowded and art 
celal life of the metropolis at the expense of the nobler and truer being which marks 
the place where men grow to know the real value of having homes—anot flats—aad :

WEST WANTS JOINT ACTION.

National Body Proposes Changes in the 
Membership Rules. 


Coincident with the news received yester- 
day from New York that official notice 
had been given that important amendments 
to the constztution of the U. 8; G. A. would 
be presented at the annual meeting on Jan. 
21, came à copy of the new constitution draft- 
ed by Leighton Calkins, a former member 
of the executive committee of the U. S. G. 
A, and ex-secretary of the Metropolitan Goif 
association. 

Mr. Calkins, who is one of the most broad 
minded of the eastern golfers, in his letter 
to Secretary Watson of the U. 8. G. A. giv- 
ing his reasons for the necessity of a new 
constitution, says: There is in the reat- 
lessness of the day a danger which threat- 
ens the game, in some loss of respect for 
ancient authority, and it is a pernicious the- 


ory. that different sections of the country | 


are competent to, legislate for themselves 
on the rules of play. There must be joint 
action and a spirit of compromise.” 


West Wants Joint Action. 


Doubtiess Mr. Calkins hae reference to the 
restlessness of the west, which at last seems 
to have stirred the eastern golfers into ac- 
tion. His last sentence is the key to the so- 
lution ot the problem over which the eastern 
and western clubs now are Wrestling. Joint 
action is what the western meu are seeking. 

The new constitution drafted by Mr. Cal- 
kins does not appear to make any radical 
changés, the main innovations being a 
change in the phraseology of the member+ 
ship séction to active and associate clubs,” 
the present membership consisting of asgo- 
ate and allied clubs. The membership 
clauses are as follows: 

Article III., section 1—Classes of members. This 
association shall be composed of two classes of 
members, active members and associate members. 

lal Active membera—Any club in the United 


„States having an eighteen hole course, and whose 


reputation and general policy are in accord with 
the beat traditions and the high ideals of the game, 
shall be eligible as an active member. 

Ib] Associate members—Any regularly organized 
club of good reputation in the United States shall 
be eligible to election as an associate member. 


No Changes in Dues. 

No change is proposed in the dues, the ac- 
tive elubs paying $50 and the associate $10, 
and the latter class of members does not get 
a vote. Mr. Calkins believes that the pres- 
ent clause in the constitution which reads, 
“due consideration to-the sectional location 
of a club applying for such membership, tn 
order to preserve just distribution of voting 
powers,“ is too narrow, and for that reason 
would let any qualified club into the active 
ranks that is qualified to join. 

Western players for several years have 
argued for a vote for every club, and it does 
not appear that the changes suggested by 
Mr. Calkine are thorough enough for the 
western insurgents. 

A ray of hope, however, comes from the 
fact that some of the eastern officials now 
are willing to concede that some kind of 
change is necessary. 


Impressed with Suggestions, 


President Jaques of the U. 8. G. A. and 
several other leading golfers appear to have 
been favorably impressed with the sug- 
gestions made by Horace F. Smith, vice 
president of the Western Golf association, 
who advocates the formation of a national 
body controlled by sectional associations 
rather than by clubs. Mr. Calkins writes 
that he ie open minded as to this proposition,

ee by the officials of sectional associa- 
tions 

It is unfortunate that the meeting of the 
Western Golt jon Comes a week 
ahead of that of the U. 8.

Briefly the department of agriculture indi- 
cates the methods that must be followed 
to restore these lands, aa follows: 

The source of the surplus water is the 
leakage from the irrigation canals and the 
waste water from irrigated lands occupying 
higher levels.

Fourteen Tests Made of Fuels. 

Fourteen tests were made of the three fuels. 
Six of these were of thé mine run coal, four 
of the large bricquets and four teste of the 
emall size. The smaller bricquets in the 
main crumbled more than did the larger 
ones. 

As to the results of the tests these conclu- 
gions were reached: 

At a low rate of working the mine run coal 


gave a higher equivalent evaporation than 


“Aid the bricquets. At a medium rate of work- 
ing there was little difference in evaporation, 
but at high rates the bricquets were better. 

The small bricquets were easier to fire and 
to level on the firebed, but large or smalithey 
made much less trouble for the firemen. 

Fewer sparks were thrown from the bric- 
quets than from the mine run coal. 

On roads having heavy grades it was found 
that the railroads well might use the bricquet 
when seeking higher efficiency for their loco- 
motives. 

Attogether, the smoKe volume from the 
three forme of fuel was not distinctly marked 
in quantity, with some of the smoke in the 


bricquet chargeable to the tar binder used in | 


the manufacture. 

With a combustion rate of fifty pounde a 
equare foot in one hour the evaporation from 
the bricquets is greater than is that of the 
mine run coal. The sixty-five pound rate is 
about normal for the type of locomotive 
under tests, at which rate of consumption 10 
per cent greater evaporation would result. 
At eighty pound rates of consumption the 
increase would be about 15 per cent over 
that of the untreated coal. With preparation 
of the locomotive a possible 25 to 50 per cent

Balloons to Support Cars. 

A third German engineer has just sug- 
gested an even more radical change in vehi- 
cle and tracks. He would suspend the cars 
from balloons of just sufficient lifting power 
to neutralize the force of gravity. Then 
all that would be necessary would be a 
slender guiding cable to keep the train in 
the proper direction and sufficient power to 
overcome the resistance of the alr. 

But these and a score of similar projects 
are, for the immediate future, at least, 
more or less visionary projects. For all 
practical purposes and for the next twenty- 
five or fifty years it may be taken for granted 
that, no matter by what power they are 
‘actuated. trains for moving freight and 
passengers will run over twin rails of steel. 
That so much is settled in the minds of the

Many Advant Over Steam 

But electricity has other and manifold ad- 
vantages over steam. An electric locomotive 
weighs much less than a steam locomotive 
ot the same tractive power. It has, therefore, 
more power to use in pulling coaches which 
the steam engine exhausts in carrying its 
own dead weight. The tractive power of a 
steam locomotive diminishes rapidly as its 
speed increases. Phe electric motor, draw- 
ing: its power from a practieally lmitiess 
storehouse, can run at a high apeed for an 
indefinite time, pulling the same number of 
cars as at low speed. 

The electric engine’ loses much less time in 
stopping and starting than the steam driven 
motor. It has no unbalanced reciprocating 
parts, such as constantly tend to lift the 
steam locomotive from the track, and it lacks 
also the hammer blow of the steam engine, 
which, in cold weather, often is responsible 
for broken rails and consequent 
Many wrecks on steam roads are caused by 
the inability of the engineer to see signals 
on account of smoke. The electric locomo- 
tive does not smoke. 

If, by any..chance, two steam trains get 
onto the same block of track a collision may 
be almost inevitable. Under electric opera- 
tion power may be instantly shut off and 
even the air brakes applied by an automatic 
device. It costs almost as much to run a 
steam engine with one car coupled to it as 
if three or four cars were in the train. That 
is why railroads run long trains and no more 
than are absolutely necessary. With elec- 
tricity it costs practically the same to run 
a single car every five minutes as a five car 
train every fifteen.

Problem Easy of Solution. 
Under steam it was found impossible to run 


more than one train through the tunnel at a 


time, on account of the gas and smoke thrown 
off by the engine. And after the passage of 
each train it was necessary to wait for half 
an hour or more while the tunnel was — 
tially cleaned out by ventilating fans. Hap- 
pily there was a tremendous water power 
lying idle in the Tumwater cafion, near the 
town of Leavenworth, on the eastern slopes 
ot the Cascades. As a matter of necessity, if 
the Great Northern was to keep pace with its 
competitors, it was decided to use this power 
to carry trains through the long bore. A plant 
for developing 10,000 electric horse power has 
now been in opesation for some time. with the 
result that the carrying capacity of the tunnel 
has been more than doubled. 

It may be said that where tunnels of any 
great length exist it is now the established 
practice to use electricity for hauling trains 
through them. The use of water power for 
developing electricity for railway purposes, 
as Illustrated by the Great Northern, is also 
becoming quite general Among the roads in 
the western country which either have in use 
or In process of construction such great 
hydro-electric plants are the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, the Northern Pacific, 
and severa! of the Harriman lines. 

With the present ability to transmit eco- 
nomically electric power for several hundred 
miles from the place of its generation there is 
no reason why the eléctric locomotives should

If the 
article will not benefit the customer, if he 
will have regrets after leaving the store, the 
salesman has in some way misied him He 
has not been dealt with on the square’ all 
through: And this is false salesmanship.

The apartment dweller has to tilt with 
difficulties that the suburban or the farmer's 
wife would never include in her list of 
troubles, and of course vice versa. 

Once 4 week, regularly, preferably on a 
bright and gusty day, open wide every win- 
dow in your apartments, and hook back all 
the doors so that a strong current of air will 
circulate freely. Fragile bric-&-brac, locsely 
hung pictures, and light tollet articles should 
be removed or protected against the draft. 
Then right in the teeth of the draft spread 
out your bedding on chairs, and let the breeze 
play with it for about two hours. You will 
be surprised at the freshening effect on your 
comforts and oounterpanes, At the same 
time your lace curtains, portieres, and other 
drapery are sufficiently whisked and shaken 
to make them yield up every last particle of 
dust, and every Hngering microbe. 

No mater how fastidiously neat and care- 
ful you are about your house an increased 
freshness and purity about your rooms after 
such breezy airing is distinctly percept able. 

When the bed pillaws become hard and 
lumpy, and it is necessary to take out the 
feathers to ventilate and winnow them, the 
housewife, in the face of this most annoying 
of tasks, is-bound to exploit short cut and 
labor saving methods of her own; especially 
when the professional steam clearer is not 
handy. 

One woman, who empties out her feather 
pillows every year so that the ticking may 
be washed, uses a large bag of mosquito net- 
ting in such a way that the work is readily 
done and little of the flue ts scattered 
through the house or the premiges. This bag, 
half filled with the feathers, is taken into the 
laundry room of the basement, where the 
same man who beats the rugs during hotse- 
cleaning thoroughly shakes up and pom- 
mels it with a stick. The dust and loose flue, 
which causes hardness, readily escapes 
through the loose weave of the netting. After 
the flue has settled it is swept together and 
burned. The remaining contents of the bag 
are hung up in a bright and airy place in 
the basement for three 2 et days.

Special Problems for Suburbanites. 

If you occupy an apartment the landlord 
is generally responsible for bad plumbing, 
rattling doors, warped floors, and so forth, 
but not so in the country or the suburbs— 
where you generally own your own home or 
rent it on lease. Here you have to 
cope with little problems of which the apart- 
ment liver knows nothing. ow to keep 
rain water fresh is one of’them. Soft o- 
rain water is favored for laundry purposes 
in the country, but it is difficult to keep 
it clear. When rains are infrequent and 
the water turns stagnant dust and animacu- 
lae are sure to appear. 

A capital way to purify it is to throw in a 
peck or so of me. In from twelve to twen- 
ty-four hours it will be crystal clean. No 
doubt we have all made our own lime water 
for medicinal purposes and noted how bright 
and clear it is after the sediment has set- 
tled. The eistern water will clear in the 
game way and the rust and sediment remain 
at the bottom, It is essential, of course, 


that the cistern be cleaned at least once a 


year if the rain water is desired for use. For 
cooking or drinking purposes rain water 
should be ¢aught in a shallow dish as it falls 
from the sky.

Creaking doors are an abomination, and, 
considering that it only takes a few drops 
of kerosene to remove the trouble, they have 
no business to exist. Glycerine or vaseline, 
heated, would algo be effective. Oil is voted 
the most potent agent in removing rust, or 
friction, however, and some form of it is al- 
ways on hand.

How: to Clean 
Lace ‘Curtains. 


Lace curtains will not bear rubbing. All 


the work must be done carefully and gently. 


For two pairs of curtains half fill a large 
tub with warm water and add to it halt a 
pound of soap, which has been shaved fine 
and dissolved in two quarts of bolling water; 
add also about a gill of household ammonia. 

Let the curtains soak in this over night. In 
the morning sop them well in the water and 
squeeze it all out, but do not wring the cur- 
tains. | l 

Put them into another tub of water, pre- 
pared with soap and ammonia, as on the 
night before; sop then, gently in the water, 
and then, aftere squeezing out the water, 
put them In a tub of clean warm water. 

Continue to rinse them in fresh tubs of 
water until there is no trace of soap; next 
rinse them in water containing bluing. 

After pressing out al) the water possible 
spread the curtains over sheets on the grass; 
or, if you have no grass, put them or the 
clothes line. When they are dry dip them 
in hot thick starch and fasten them in the 
frame that comes for this purpose. 

If you have no frame fasten a sheet on a 
mattress and spread the curtg@ins on this, 
pinning them in such a manner that they win 
be perfectly smooth and have all the patterrs 
of the border brought out. Place in the sun 
to dry. 

If it is desired to have the curtains a light 
ecrue shade rinse them in weak coffee, and 
if you want a derk shade use strong coffee.

Plants That Endure Steam Heat

To buy @ house plant is easy enough. There 
are palms, ferns, rubber plants, and other 
‘varieties without end. Therefore, to pur- 
chase a plant which will look well in the 
house is easy enough. 

But to keep that plant in thriving condition 
is harder. The wealthy evade the difficulty 
by having a florist look after the plants at 
least once a week. He ministers to the plant's 
general well being, and despite the overheat- 
ing of houses palms and ferns and other 
things retain their freshness all winter lone. 

The rank and file of plant purchasers can’t 
afford to do this. So the plants are apt to 
suffer.- According to an expert to keep a 
plant allve and in good condition during the 
winter is about all that any one can reason- 
ably expect who hasn't a conservatory or a 
greenhouse, and to accomplish this jhe plant 
must not get too much or too little water. 
Once a week is often enough as a rule to 
water palnis, rubber plants, dracenas, and 
tne like, but when they are watered it must 
be done thoroughly. 

Ferns require watering every two or three 
days and a generous quantity of water each 
time, and between times they or any other 
piant must be let alone.

The dracenas and padanus Veitehi appeal 
to the seeker after decorative effects on ac- 
count of the artistic mingling of yellow and 
green in the long graceful leaves.

VER since I can remember, almost, I 
have cherished a modest ambition 
to hunt lions and elephants. At an 
early age, or, to be more accurate, 
at about the age. when most boys 
are hesitating between the career 

of an Indian fighter and a career before the mast, 
I ran across a copy of Stanley’s In Darkest Af- 
rica.” It was full af fascinating adventures. I 
thrilled at the accounts which spoke in terms of 
easy familiarity of “express” rifles and ele- 
phant guns, and I supposed that an elephant 


gun must be a sort of small cannon that fired a 


ponderous shell. The pictures of daring hunters 
standing up before a charging lion struck my 
youthful fancy as something worth emulating, 
and Africa appealed to my imagination as a vast, 
mysterious land full of adventurous possibilities, 


One by one my other youthful ambitions have 


been laid away. I have given up hope of ever 
being an Indian fighter out on the plains because 


the Iadians long since have ceased to need a 


strong hand to quell them. I yielded up my am- 
bition to be a pirate because for some reason 
piracy has lost much of its charm in these days of 
great liners. There is no treasure to search for

i* Poradox ” Cun: a 2 Cripple Stopper.” 

Several experienced African lion hunters 
strongly advise taking a “ paradox,” which in 
their parlance is affectionately called a “cripple 
stopper.” It looks like what one would suppose 
an elephant g un to look like. Its weight is stag- 
gering, and it shoots a solid ball, backed up by 
charge of cordite.

Although not sa large as the Metropolitan, the Man- 
hattan, or the Auditorium so far as seating capacity is 
concerned, the Boston opera house is said by experts to 
be the handsomest and best equipped opera house in the 
United States. In the latter respect it probably has no 
equal in the world. The architect, Parkman B. Haven 
of Boston, inspected many of the world’s most famous 
opera houses before the plans were finally drawn, and 
everything that experience could suggest was incorpo- 
rated into the new building, The lighting and heating 
plants, and the mechanism, electrical and otherwise, by 
which the stage is controlled, alone cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $250,000, and they are absolutely unique. The 
stage can be raised, lowered, or tilted, either as a whole 
or in sections, and the orchestra pit can be raised or 
lowered at Will. Everything is controlled on the stage 
from an electrical switchboard. The scenic equipment, 
made by Italian and American artists, is unequaled.

The most in- 
teresting opera house in the world is at Baireuth. It 
is here that the great Wagnerian operas are given by 
Angers selected from all parts of the world. Thou- 
sands and thousands come every few years to partici- 
pate in this splendid musical festival. This theater 
Was especially planned for Wagner's operas, and was 
built by Louis II., the mad king of Bavaria. It holds 
1,750 persons, and every seat costs $5. “The Ring” 
was the first performance given there, at a loss of 
arly $40,000. 


Simplicity of 28 Striking. 

The theater stands on a slight eminence outside the 
town. It attracts attention by the simplicity of its 
architecture, but the arrangements for the seats and the 
stage ate considered models for other opera houses. 
There are no boxes and no galleries and the seats are 
arranged on a slope, so that a full view is had from 
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all parts of the hause. The stage has every modern 
appliance in the way of meelinery and devices, and it 
is possible to give the most fllusive effects The peas 
ants of these Bavarian towns are as proud of their 
small opera Rose 46 are thé people of Munich of their 
handsome theater. 

This served as a model for the new Pring Megentin 
theater in Mufi¢h. It is one of the finest opera houses 
in Europe and the one which Wagner longéé to have 
during his life, but it was not built until some twenty- 
five. years later. It was founded by many prominent 
Munich citig#efis as a monument to Wagner. 

The new use is more splendid and has eliminated 
the few draWbacks found in the original theate®. . 
duditorium is like an amphitheater. Over the s@udito- 
rium are boxes for the royal court. The doors are 
placed at the sides and there dre no aisles excépt in 
the last few rows. This gives double space and greater 
security. 

The Munich Richard Wagner Festival house is named 
in honor ot the Prince Regent Leopold of Bavaria. He 
is the protector of the theater and is guarantor for ten 
years. The eastern wing of the theater has a fine res- 
taurant, It has a foyer with white and gold columns 
where Quests promenade during the entr’acte. Many of 
the greatest singers, including Lillian Nordica, Milka 
Tefhina, Olive Fremstad, Ella Tordick, Albert Reiss, 
and Heinriék Note, have sung here. This is a second 
Baireuth, splendid festivals being given here every 
summer

Grand Duke Aids Weimar Theater. j 


In the winter this theater is closed and the regular 
company is heard at the Hof theater. This was built 
by royal patronage and is under the administration 
of the royal exchequer. It is a good size opera house 
accommodating about 2,200 people. Weimar is the 
town that gave Wagner, Liszt, Goethe, and Schiller to 
the world. The old theater where music and drama 
were heard was torn down a few years ago to give 
place to a handsomer structure. It is meh me the 
Prinz Regentin theater in Munich and has the sunken 
orchestra pit and the same forumiike arrangement of 
seats. It ts used both for opera and theater, Here 
are heard the best operas and drama given by first 
class artists. The theater is maintained dy subscrip- 
tion, box receipts, and $80,000 @ year given by the 
present grand duke.

The opera house at Frankfort is one of the most 
magnificent theaters tn — It was bafit by 
private subscription at a cost of $1,500,000. The foyer 
is almost as large and attractive as that of the Paris 
house. It is really a municipal theater, getting part 
of its support from taxes, box réceipts, and subscrip- 
tions to boxes afid seats for the season. 

But, after all, Russia leads the world in endowed 
opera. In Petersburg opera can be heard all the 
year round for i cents: No other.city in the world 
can boast such a thing and this is due to the ingenvity 
of Count Witte, who persuaded the car some years 
back to bulld and subsidise the “Narodny dom,” or 
People’s palace, to counteract the influence of the 
vodka shops when they were taken over by the 
government. 

The palace consists of a huge theater, where the 
majority of the seats are free, a large hall used as a 
coffee room, where meals can be taken up to mfd- 
night, and no stronger liquor than beer is sold, and a 
park full of side shows. The refreshment hall has 
a stone floor and ample gallery and large refresh- 
ment bars. The prices are lower than anywhere else 
in the city and the food decently served by waitresses 
dressed in red uniforms and white caps and aprons, 


* 
Audiences the Most Enthusiastic 

The theater has 4 large stage and an excellent or- 
chestra, and all the Russian and Italian Operas afte 
given and the principal parts are generally taken 
by the best singers in the country. Sometimes dramas 
replace the opera, and from time to time the ballet, 
which in Petersburg is the best to be had anywh re, 
takes up the whole of the program. Al the siars 
likesthe “Narodny dom,” bécause the audience is 80 
enthusiastic. The people spend their last cent on 
flowers, Which they throw at their favorites when 
they come before the curtain, while the walls shake 
with their applause. They are so worked up that 
they dance, sing, and act far better than they do in 
the fashionabie houses across the Neva, and give 
encores which they refuse to other audiences.

There he lived the seven preg- 
nant years of boyhood and youth, from 14 to 21, and 
ever after there was that about him that brought te 
mind the wild fasthesses of that stogm swept lan. 
Its mountains were not more rugged than his belief ta 
the Aght as he saw it.

Perhaps it was that; perhaps it was the bleak 
north in which his young years had been set that turned 
him to the light as the source of life and healing. He

It was made clear dy 
many such experiments that the chemical rays, and 
they only. had power to stimulate, to “stir life.” Fin- 
sen called it that himself. 

That this power, like any other, had its periis, and 
that nature, if not man, was awske to them, he proved 
by some simple experiments with sunburn. He showed 
that the tan boys so covet was the defense the skin 
puts forth against the dine ray. The inflammation of 
sunburn is succeeded by the brown pigmentation that 
henceforth stands guard like the photographer's ruby 
window, protecting the Jeeper layers of the skin. The 
black skin of the negro no longer is a mystery. It is 
his protection against the fierce sunlight of the tropics 
and the injurious effect of ite chemical ray. 

Searching the libraries in Copenhagen for the records 
of earlier explorers in his field, and finding little 
enough there, Finsen ceme across the report of an 
American army surgeon on a smalipox epidemic in the 
south in the thirties of the last century. There were 
oo many sick in the fort that, every available room 
being filled, they hed to put some of the patients into 
the Sombproof, to great inconvenience all round, as it 
was entirely dark there. The ioctor noted incidentaliy 
that, as if to make up for it, the underground patients 
got well sooner and escaped pitiing. To him it was a 
curious accident, nothing else. 

Upon Dr. Finsen, sitting there with the seventy-five 
year old report from over the sea in his hand, it broke 
in with a fleod of light. The patients got well without 
scarring because they were in the dark. Red light or 
darkness, it was all the same. The point was that the

Within a month he jolted the medical 
world by ahnouncing that smalipox patients treated 
under red Nght would recover readily and without dis.

In the -published as 
count of his early experiments Finsen foreshadows it 
in the words: | 

“That the beginning has been made with the hurtful 
effects of this force is add enough, since without doubt 
ite béneficial effect is far greater.” 

His clear head had already asked. the.question: If 
the blue rays of the sun can peretrate deep enough 
into the skin to cause injury, why should they not 
de made to do police duty there, and catch and kill the 
offending germse—in short, to heal? Finsen had dem- 
onstrated the correctness of the theory that the chem- 
ical rays have power to kill germe. But it happens 
that these are the rays that possess the least penetr:- 
tion. How to make them go deeper was the problem. 

By an experiment that is, in its simplicity, wholly 
characteristic of the man, he demonstrated that the 
red blood in the deeper layers of the skin was the 
obetacie. He placed a piece of photographic paper 
behind the lobe of his wife’s ears and concentrated 
powesful blue rays on the other side. Five minutes 
of exposure made no impression on the paper. It re- 
mained white. But when he squeezed all the blood out 
of the lobe, by pressing it between two pieces of glans, 
the paper was blackened in twenty seconds. 

That night Finsen knew that he had within his ¢rasp 
that which would make him a rich man if he so chose. 
He had only to construct apparatus to condense the 
chemical rays and double their power many times, and 
to apply his discovery in medical practice. Wealth and 
fame would come quickly. He told the writer in his 
own simple way how he talked it over with his wife. 
They were poor. Finsen's salary as a teacher at the 
university was something like $1,200 a year. He was 
@ sick man, and wealth would buy leisure and luxury. 
Chlidren were growing up about them who needed care. 
They talked it out together, and resolutely turned their 
backs upon it all. Hand in hand they faced the wo id 
with their sacrifice. What remained of life to him 
was to be devoted to suffering mankind. That duiy 
done, what came they would meet together. Wealth 
never came, but fame in full measure, and the love and 
gratitude of their fellowmen.

Th a remark- 
able degree he had the faculty of getting down 
through the husk to the core of things, but be be- 
jected nothing untried. The little thing in hand, he 
ever \f8isted, if faithfully done, might held the key to 
the whole problem; only, let it be dens now, to get 
the matter settled. 

Whatever his mind touched it made perfectly clear, 
if it wat not so already. As a teacher of anatomy 
he invented a dissecting knife that was an improve- 
ment on those in use, and clamps for st€curing the 
edges of a wound in an operation. As a rifle shet he 
made an improved breech; as a physician, observing 


the progress of his Own disease, an effective blood 


powder for anemia. 

At the Light institute, which friends dat for 
him aul the government endowed, he devised the 
powerful #leetric lamps to which he turned in the 
treatment of lupus, for the sun does not shite every 
day in Copenhagen, and when t did not the lenses 
that gathered the blue rays ud eoneentrated them 
upon the swollen faces were le, And gradually he 
increased their power, checking the heat rays that 
would slip through and threatened to scorch the 
patient's skin, by cumming devices ef cooling Streams 
trickling through the tubes and the hollow lenses. 

Nothing was patented; it was all given freely @ the 
world. The decision which he and his wife made 
togéther was made once for all. When the great 
Nobel prize was given to him he turned it over to the 
Light institute, and was with difficulty persuaded to 
keep half of it for himself only when friemds raised 
an equal amount and presented it to the institute. 

Finsen knew that his discoveries were but the first 
groping steps upon a new road that stretehed farther 
ahead than any man now living can see. He was 
content to have broken the way. His f#ith wes un- 
shaken in the ultimate treatment of the whole organ- 
jem under electric light, that, by concentrating the 
chemical rays, would impart to the bedy their life 
giving power. He Himself was beyond their help. 

A set of scales stood on the table before him, and 
for years he weighed every mouthfel of feed he ate. 
He suffered tortures from thirst, because he would 
allow no fluid to pass his lips, on acoount of his tend- 
ency to dropsy. Through it all he cheerfully kept up 
his labors, rejoicing that he was allowed do Wo 30 
much. His courage was indomitable, his optimism 
under it all unchangeable. His favoyite contention 
was that there is nothing in the world that is not 
good for something, except war. That he hated, and 
his satire on the militarism of Europe as ts supreme 
folly was sharp and biting. 

In his own life he treated nearly 1,900 sufferers, 
two-thirds of them lupus patients, and scarce a hand- 
ful went from his door unheliped. When hit work 
was done he fell asleep with a smile upon his lips, 
and the universal judgment was one of Universal 
thanksgiving that he had lived.” He was #8 years 
old. 

When the news of his death reached the rigsdag, the 
Danish parliament, it voted its widow a pension such 
as had been given to few Danes in any day. The 
king, bis sons and daughters, and, as it seemed; the 
whole people followed his body to the grave. The 
rock fram his native island marks the place where 
he lies. His work is his tmaqefishable monument. His 
epitagh he wrote himself in the speech another read 
when the Nobel prize was awarded aim, for he was 
then toe ill to speak: 

“May the Light institute grasp the obligation that 
comes with its success, the obligation to maintain 
what I account the highest aim in sacienc®—truth. 
faithful work, and sound criticism.” 
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OU must know your Umitations,“ was the 
remark which a popular financier who 
has been called upon with other rich men 
to give recipes for success used invari- 
ably to preface his other rules upon this 
subject. 

‘But bow are you to learn your limita- 
tions or possibilities?” the seeker after 
success is prone to inquire. 

According to the views of those who are now spend- 
ing most time in study of the human face and its char- 
acteristics. the answer to this question is: In the 
reflection of that unchanging sphinxlike line whose 
reality is ever hidden from us, and which, yet contains 
all that there is of us and to us—the profile, 

“The profile shows the permanent expression which 
personality stamps upon a woman's features when the 
watchful eyes are not signaling to the expression of 
the whole face to be on guard,” says the French physi- 
ognomist, M. Balzane. 

It is noticeable that M. Balzane says “woman’s.” It 
may be that it is because the Frenchman worships at 
the altar of beauty even in the pursuit of his studies 
that it is the French scientists who have discovered 
the important part the profile plays in physilognomy.

Profile Reveals the Real Self. 

M. Balzane has made an exhdustive study of the 
profile of French and American women whom inci- 
dentally he describes as resembling one another. 
“When you are studying a woman's profile you are 
studying her real self,” he says. “You see her not 
as she would like to have you see her, perhaps, but 
as she really is in temperament and character.” 

That it is the profile which shows the enduring and 
racial characteristics is the theory of Ralph Clark- 
son, the artist. “It is in the profile,” says this artist, 
“that you recognize the different nationalities. I am 
inclined to think that it is in this line that we may 
read what nature intended us to be—our limitations 
and possibilities and our proclivities rather than our 
personalities.” 

To the new school of photographers with whom it is 
becoming common to make “character studies” be- 
yond all range of what were formerly considered the 
limitations of the camera, however, the new importance 
given to the profile is traces. One Chicago photogra- 
pher who is responsible for the pictures shown here 
declares that the profile which no man ever sees ex- 
cept in its reflection is the keynote of personality and 
character and that he never considers any set of char- 
acter photographs complete without it. 

It was a well remembered profile portrait of Mrs. 
George Gould that her husband showed to his own 
father in the first stages of their acquaintance. 
“Marry that girl, my son,” was the conclusive advice 
given the younger man from this brief pictured out- 
line. Whatever fie sew in the lifted eyes and the 
curved mouth and chin that were silhouetted in this 
picture, one feature appears in it which Indicates that 
after all destiny often fulfills that which is marked 
upon the profile. “Ambitious” is the classification 
which phrenologists give to the short aquiline nose 
which is so marked in Mrs. Gould’s photograph.

Nose the Most Salient Feature. 


“The nose is the most salient feature of the face,” 
Says Mary Olmsted Stanton, the physiognomist. 
“Where the nose is relatively large and particularly 
where it is developed about the point and projecting 
downward about the tip, when the middle partition 
projects well downward below the sides of the nostrils, 
we may expect a bold, original, ingenious, constructive 
mind of some sort, The form and outline will decide 
what direction the mental powers will take.” 

Physiognomists say that Mary Anderson’s talent for 
tragedy is shown by the deep curving lower jaw con- 
spicuous in her profile, that her great human nature 
is shown by the height of the point of the nose above 
the plane of the face, while it is in the straight line 
of the nose that is shown an artistic power of a high 
order. 

“The entire nose discloses more of the mind— that 
is, the ability for thought and action—than any other 
Single feature,” physiognomists also say, which brings 
us back to the theory of possibilities and limitations 
versus the inclination of the personality as shown in 
the front view. “I have a friend,” says Ralph Clark- 
son, “in whose profile an aquiline or Roman nose is 
the most prominent feature, while if the man turns 
his head a little the characteristics which are ex- 
pressed here are utterly obliterated apd softness is 
accentuated.”

Beaubien Draw First Notice. 
In the land excitementis of 1836 in Chicago

Beaubien & year before to start some- 
ting involving the avénue’s future site. 
In 1881 Long John Wentworth made a 
speech in Chicago recounting Gen. Beaubien's 
contested purchase of this old Fort Dearborn 
reservation of approximately seventy-five 
acres. The date was May 28, 1835. 
“On that day Gen, John B. Beaubien went 
public land office and purchased for 
the entire Fart Dearborn reservatien. 
He had derived his military title from an 
election by the not from any con- 
spfcuous a talents, but because he had 
the most friends of any one in town—and he 
képt- them to the day of his death. 

The state at that t was divided into 
military districts and the people elected the 
generals. He had Hved upon the reservation 
for many years and he had found some law 
which satisfied our land officers that he was 
entitled to make the purchase, the same as 
many others have found laws under which 
they.could purchase our lake front ever since.

One of the old maps in the Chicago His- 
terical society collection, dated 1839, shows 
the present Michigan avenue as it leads 
from Randolph. street to Lake: street; and 
across South Water street to the river bank 
at Harbor street, now Rush street. On 
the map of the trustees of canel lands, drawn 
in 1848, only the west line of Michigan ave- 
nue is marked to the south of Randolph 
through the fractional section 18 to Twelfth 
Street. 

Thus af the time the grant was madé the 
liMnoie Central railroad to come into the 
city in 1862. it was necessary to define the 
road’s-right of way along the present down- 
town city front by measurements from the 
weet line ot Michigan avenue. Seven hun- 
dred feet to the east of this weet line of the 
avenue was to be the eastern boundary dt 
the .road’s property, while 400 feet east of 
this western boundary of Michigan avenue 
was the west line of the company’s rights. 
Later the state legislature defined the east- 
ern line of the present boulevard, and in this 
way defined Michigan avenue itself to the 
city Umits on the south. 

Just what Michigan avenue was in those 
days, however, ie shown in an old wood cut 
illustrating the downtown water front off 
the foot of Madison and Monroe streets. 
This illustration is dated 1868, yet with the 
lilinofs Central's rallies laid on piling, 400 feet 
east of the west line of Michigan avenue, 
the perspectives indicate that Michigan ave- 
nue itself was used principally for the land- 
ing of rowboats from the lagoon, now choked

Federal Oficial Hears Complaints of 
False Lumber Billing. 


The western railroads have adopted a oa 
wer pon in the war between the eastern and 
western lines over sugar rates from New 
Orleans via the all rail northern route as 
against the rail and water route by way of 
the Atlantic ocean and seaboard. It is the 
revocation of their concurrences in the trunk 
line sugar tariffs, which heretofore has been 
| Overlooked asa rate lever. 

It is said that the western lines have taken 
this action to preserve their sugar rates be- 
cause they are tired of having them lowered 
and raised to suit the demands of the sugar 
interests. , 

The rates from New York, Jersey Clty, and 
Philadelphia to points west of the Mississippi 
river were reduced approximately 7 cents per 
hundred pounds ky tariffs filed with the inter- 
state commer@s commission, to become oper- 
ative Jan. 1. This action on the part of the 
trunk Mnes did not meet with the approval 
of the lines traversing the territory most at- 
fected, as they, in their own opinion, could 
not stand the shrinkage, 


New Orleans Rates Undisturbed. 

The rates from New Orleans, usually re- 
adjusted in line with changes in the New 
York rates, were not in this instance dis- 
turbed, as the western roads were more in- 
terested in the New Orleans traffic than in 
that from the east. 

Instead of accepting the cut of the trunk 
lines, the western roads served notice upon 
them of revocations of concurrences, which 
makes it impossible for the eastern roads to 
make use of through rates. 

False billing on shipments of hardwood 
lumber and a conspiracy oy the part of the 
Wabash, Iron Mountain, and Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Western railways to charge a 
shipper an illegal rate were charged by Theo- 
dore Fathauer & Co, of Chicago in a rate case 
heard by Special Examiner McCornack of 
ee. interstate commerce commission yester- 

a 

The co pen PS contended it had been 
overcharged $463.09 on shipments to Chicago 
from the Bliss, Cook & Oak company of Bliss- 
ville, Ark., in 1906, 1907, and 1908, because 
the lumber was billed from Shultz, Ark., a 
point on the Mississippi, Arkansas and West- 
ern, two miles from Blissville, the actual 
point of origin, thereby taking à rate 1 cent 
per 100 pounds higher. 


Lumbermen on the Stand. 

F. G. Lezinski and A. F. Cook, formerly. 
connected with the Arkansas lumber firm, 
-testified that the M., A. & W. was a short 
lumber road feeding the mill at Blissville. 
and that an arrangement had long existed 
by which it got a division of i.cent out of 
the through rate. They asserted, however, 
that the lumber was sold f. o. b., from what- 


ever point the shipper elected, and that there. 


was no misrepresentation, 

The case was taken under consideration 
by the examiner for a lateP decision by the 
commission. Testimony was also heard in 
five minor reparation cases. 

A sharp contest between the manufactur- 
ers of wooden and pulp board packing boxes 
over the freight rates on articles packed in 
their boxes is expected at the meeting of the 
western classification committee in San An- 
tonlo next wek. 

The wooden boxmakers have petitioned 
for lower rates on shipments packed in their 
boxes as being more secure. This will be 
opposed by their rivals, who, after two years 
of negotiations, have had uniform specifica- 
tions for pulp boxes adopted by the railroads 
and rules have been incorporated in the clas- 
sifications placing these on a parity with 
those made of wood.

DIVORCE BILL INTERESTS. 


Doctors Have Model Act to Pro- 
vide Registration of Births 
and Deaths, 


New York, Jan. 8.—Plans have just been 
completed for the conference on uniform leg- 
islation called by the National Civie federa- 
tion for Jan. 17, 18, and 19, in the Belasco 
theater, Washington, by the committee of 
arrangements, which held a meeting for the 
purpose in the Metropolitan Life building. 
Bome 600 delegates have been named. 

These organizations will be represented 
by their executive committees: The Nation- 
al Grange, the American Federation of La- 
bor, the Farmers’ National congress, the Ne- 
tional Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents, and the National Association of State 
Boards of Arbitration. John C. Richberg of 
Chicago, chairman of the committee oh uni- 
form incorporation laws of the National As- 
sociation of Uniform State Law Commis- 
sioners, has issued a call for his committee 
to meet in Washington, and win! submit its 
report to the conference. 


Registration of Births and Deaths. 

The American Medical association has pre- 
pared a draft of a model law, it is said, to 
provide for the immediate registration of all 
births and deaths, as birth certificates are a 
necessary part of the enforcement of the 
child labor law. In the administration of 
the pension laws the committee of arrange- 
ment says absolute proof is required of the 
date of the birth of minor children entitled 
to a pension, 

A statement issued by the officers’ of the 
federation regarding the objects of the con- 
vention says, in part: 

“Great interest has been manifested in 
‘the proposed discussion of a divorce bill. A 
summary of the bill which was agreed upon 
after three national conferences—the last one 
being attended by official representatives 
named z the governors of forty-four states 
—18 being sent to ail delegateg. The National 
Association of Uniform State Law Com- 
missioners, adopted the bill, and obtained its 
passage in New Jersey and Maryland 

The time on the program we allotted to 
the insurance question will be used by official 
representatives from the national conference 
on state insurance commissioners, the Na- 
tional Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents, the American Life convention, the 
national board of fire underwriters, ang the 
casualty insurance companies. Over a quar- 
ter of a billion of dollars is the average an- 
nual fire loss in the United States for the 
last five years. The national board of fire 
underwriters is moving for uniform state 
laws to check this waste of property. 


Uniform Public Accounting. 


The need for uniform public accounting 
: will be presented by officials from the United 

States census bureau, the National Municipal 
league, the League of American Municipal- 
ities, the American Statistical association, 
and the American Association of Public Ac- 
countants. 

** Uniformity in pure food legislation is de- 
manded by a great many organizations, but 
will be specifically presented by the Whole- 
Sale Grocers’ association, the Wholesale 
Druggists’ association, the American Food 
Manufatturers’ association, the farmers’ na- 
tional congress, and the American Federation 
of Labor. The principal demand is that the 
federal law shall be adopted by the states to 
prevent the present misbranding and adul- 
teration.”’ 

The. conference will be opened on Monday, 
Jan. 17, at 10 a. m., by Seth Low, president of 
the National Civic federation, who will pre- 
side, and the first speaker will be President 
Taft. He wilt be followed by Alton B. Par- 
ker, chairman‘of the committee of arrange- 
ments, and Gov. Willson of Kentucky, chair- 
man of the conference of governors. 

The governors’ conference, which is to be 
held on Jan. 18, 19, and 20, has, through its 
chairman, appointed Gov. Hughes, Fort, 
Weeks, Harmon, and Marshall a committee 
on program forgthat conference and co- 
operation with the federation conference.

Federal Government Takes 


Up Charges of Conspiracy 
in Restraint of Trade. 


ble to Purchase Supply for 
Cash Offered, 


New York, Jan. 8.—Charges of a far-reach~- 
ing conspiracy among newsprint paper man- 
ufacturers to throttle competition and oper- 
ate under an agreement in restraint of trade 
‘have been laid before United States District 
Attorney Wise, and a sweeping investigation 
has been begun. 

A mass of evidence has been put in the 
hands of the federal authorities by the Amer- 
ican Newepaper.Publishers’ association, pur- 
porting to show that the alleged conspiracy : 
has made it impossible to maintain an open 
market or public quotations of paper prices, 
that paper makers refuse to sell paper for.

In the mass of evidence turned over to Mr. 
Wise it is shown.that a series of advances 
in the prices of paper were made by different 
groups of the American Paper and Pulp 
association following meetings pf the mem 
bers, at which price agreements are sup- 
posed to have been made.

Early in December a letter was written ta 
the attorney general by Herman Ridder, 
president of the American Newspaper Pub- 
Ushers“ association, calling Mr. Wicker-:

as & basis for concerted action in regulating prices. 

6. Trade customs adopted by paper makers 
and used by them as basis for concerted n 
in regulating prices. 

7. Meetings of paper makers to discuss prices. 

8. Reported agreement upon newsprint paper 
price by two large paper making concerng. 

9. Action which seems to be contempt of court 
dy former members of General Paper company and 
of the Fiber and Mania pool, through disregard of 
injunctions of prohibition. 


Tells of Ironbound Contracts. 

Mr. Norris informed Mr. Wise that he had 
cognplied and codified more than 100 copies 
of contract forms used by twenty manu- 
facturing concerns and thirteen selling 
agencies, handling the output of forty-six 
newsprint paper milis, every one of which, 
said Mr. Norris, imposes restrictions on the 
gale of newsprint paper. Several of the 
mills, he said, so frame their contracts that 
the purchaser is restricted in buying the pa- 
per to use it only for the publication of hig 
newspaper, and for its continuous use dur- 
ing a given period, usually for one year.” 

“The most elaborate form of restriction,” 
said Mr. Norris, is that used by Finch, 
Pruyn & Co. of Glen Falls, N. T., which: 
stipulates that the paper is sold for use en 
clusively in publication of newspaper,” 
and also says: ‘This variation in yearly” 
quantities is provided only for the purpose 
of meeting the variation in the yearly con- 
sumption by the newspaper, and not for the 
purpose of enabling the purchaser to have on 
hand a gurplus stock of paper at the time 
of the termination of this contract, or of per- 
mitting him to buy elsewhere than of the 
manufacturer any paper for use during the 
period of this contract in printing the news- 
paper. It is understood that the purchaser 


. shall not be entitled to receive hereinunder, in 


any year, any paper to make up a deficiency 
under the contract quantity in à previous 
year, unless he has ordered forward such pa- 
per during the year in which the deficiency 
occurred, and required the same to print the 
editions of the hereinbefore named newspa- 
per, during thai year.
